The higher caloric value of 
steak is due to the higher fat con­ 
tent.

Its protein is in easily du-gestcd 
form—casein. The solid part is 
almost pure protein, with little 
fat or carbohydrate. 
Cold Shots 
Should I take shots for colds 
starting in September?

I had a friend who 
said she had just as bad colds aft­ 
er taking them. 
There is no agreement among 
doctors about an answer to this 
question. My experience has been 
like your friend’s—I have yet to 
see the patient I thought w as bene­ 
fitted.

We don’t know what 
germ causes colds, so how can we 
prepare a vaccine? 
Aluminum Oxide 
When carbonated water or gin­ 
ger ale comes in contact with alu­ 
minum a gray coating forms on 
thy meta!. Is this dangerous? 
Aluminum metal exposed to any 
moisture becomes coated with alu­ 
minum oxide. This coating is gray. 
It is insoluble and resists any fur­ 
ther chemical change: it protects 
the aluminum from further oxi­ 
dation. 
Carbonated waters or ginger ale 
will cause this formation quite 
readily but the aluminum oxide is 
insoluble in the beverage! so cannot 
do any harm. When small amounts 
of soluble aluminum salts are in­ 
gested with food or drink the 
metal is converted into an insolu­ 
ble phosphate and not absorbed in 
the intestinal tract. It is therefore 
without physiological effect. 
This “gray coating” has been 
used by anti-rluminum-eooking- 
utensil cranks co scare the day­ 
lights out of housewives. Like all 
their pronouncements, it is based 
on ignorance and bunkum.

amendments. 
"Physically, the constitution is 
four sheets Of parchment pa per in 
a dust-proof air-conditioned glass 
case on the second floor of the Li­ 
brary of Congress. 
"Organically the Constitution is 
a living instrum ent of government 
evolving with the needs of the 
people of the country, and func­ 
tioning today as well aa any time 
throughout the century and a half 
of its use as a scheme of govern­ 
ment for the United States.” 
Miss Reichelderfer discussed the 
work of the fram ers of the Con­ 
stitution and told of the changes 
made to allow for growth of the 
country, and modification to fit , 
new needs. 
In closing she said: "Our duty 
to this government is to foster an 
enlightened public opinion arising j 
from an enlightened understand­ 
ing Af the value of real democ­ 
racy in da%y life, cherish the hard 
won human liberties given us and j 
defend them against domestic and j 
foreign opposition.”
